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Slates complete in 
six township races

The signatures have been collect- 
ed, affidavits of identification filed 
and fees paid. Candidates for 
numerous township seats are now 
official. Unlike most Crawford 
County elected officials, many at 
the township level will face opposi- 
tion in the August 8 primary. 

In Grayling Township all current- 
ly seated officials will run unop- 
posed. Supervisor Terry Wright. 
Clerk Monica S. Ashton, Treasurer 
Ruth O*Mara and Trustees Thomas 
Hall and Jan Annis will continue to 
serve the biggest township in 
Michigan. Ail are Republicans, 
with the exception of Hall who is a 
Democrat. 

Also in Grayling Township, Jack 
D. Best has filed as a Republican 
candidate for Constable, an office 
currently vacant. 

Beaver Creek Township 
Supervisor Lee Riley, along with 
Clerk Sharon K. Hartman, and 
Treasurer Vivian Balmes - all 
Republicans - face no opposition in 
August 

Current Beaver Creek Republican 
Trustee. Kathy Mobarak, faces 
competition in the primary from 
Linda Little and Deanne Whiteside. 
Trustee Gary Summers, a registered 
Democrat. will run unopposed. 

Maple Forest Township is also an 
area where opposition is nearly 
non-existent. Current Supervisor 
Mark Kniss. a Republican, Clerk 
Susan Keene and Treasurer Debra 
Armstrong (both Democrats) face 
no competition. 

The race for two Maple Forest 
Trustee seats find Democratic 
incumbents Michael Armstrong and 
Sandra Baynham in competition 
with newcomer Larkin Baker. On 
the Republican side, only Cathy 
Kniss has filed for Trustee. 

In Lovells Township, current 
Supervisor Fred Schaibly, a 
Democrat, faces no opposition 
within his party, but will face 
Republican James McCredie in the 
November general election. 

The remainder of Lovells’ offi- 
cials - Republican Clerk Cheryl 
Hopp, Treasurer Ann Duby and 
Trustee Warren Fuchs will run 


unopposed this August -- so will 
Democratic Trustee Delphine 
Nowaczyk. 

Races could possibly become 
interesting in Frederic Township 
where current Republican 
Supervisor Brian Hulbert will face 
off with Ronald Lewis in the 
August primary. The winner of that 
contest will face Democratic oppo- 
sition from John Miller in 
November. 

Frederic Township Clerk Nancy 
Bindschatel and Treasurer Sandra 
Barber, both Democrats, face no 
competition in August. Two new 
Trustees will be chosen from a field 
of two Democrats - Emest T. Barber 
and William T. Johnson - and two 
Republicans - Darlene Wildfong 
and Rose Ann Owens. 

Incumbent Frederic Township 
Trustee, Michael Girard, will give 
up a bid for re-election and run for 
Constable this August. 

Finally, in South Branch 
Township, Republican incumbent 
Supervisor Joseph Myers is running 
unopposed on his party’s side of the 
ticket. On the Democratic side, 
Tom Kozlowsky has filed for 
Supervisor and will face off with 
Myers in November. , 

South Branch Township Clerk, 
Laura Smith, a Republican will also 
wait until November to face her 
opponent, Democrat Cathy S. 
Lewis in the race for the seat. 

Current township Treasurer 
Deanna Wieler is running unop- 
posed, while incumbent Trustee 
Bernice McGillis faces fellow 
Democrat, Kevin Tingstad on the 
August ballot. Republican incum- 
bent Trustee, Paul Musselman, 
faces no opposition in August. 

For South Branch Township 
Constable, Republican Maurice L. 
Michael has met filing requirements 
and his name will appear unop- 
posed on the primary ballot. 

Those running for Trustee seats 
in the six townships face the rule of 
“two elected per party” in August, 
though some candidates face no 
opposition within their party. 
Those winners go on to the 
November general election and the 
top two vote-getters, regardless of 
party, are awarded the seats. 


Frederic reaches temporary 
agreement for trash pick-up

pick-up to continue 
in Frederic, but not 
by township’s truck

Frederic Township's roadside 
trash pick-up operation, which was 
ordered by the Department of 
Natural Resources to cease last 
week, will now be handled by Waste 
Management on a week-by-week 
basis starting May 25. 

“This is by no means permanent, 
but it will probably be this way for 
the next few months.” said Mike 
Girard. Frederic Township Zoning 
Administrator. “At this point, the 
township is out of the roadside 
(trash) pick-up business.” 

Last Monday, a DNR conserva- 
tion officer ordered Frederic 


Township to stop its current system 
of roadside pick-up because the 
township's vehicle was not sealed 
enough to keep all liquid from 
escaping. 

In order to keep roadside pick-up 
going within the township, Frederic 
entered into a temporary agreement 
with Waste Management. 

Waste Management will be pick- 
ing up trash at roadside on 
Thursdays, beginning on Thursday, 
May 25, in Frederic. 

Trash should be placed at roadside 
by 6 a.m. every Thursday. Loose 
trash will be accepted as long as it is 
enclosed in a lidded container. There 
will still be a five bag limit. 

Girard said the township will be 
conducting a few special meetings 
regarding Frederic’s trash situation, 
and a sealed bid process will eventu- 
ally be used to come up with a more 
permanent contract for roadside 
pick-up.

Yes! made history on 
May 9 as it secured a place for edu- 
cation reform on the November bail- 
lot. 

The proposal, which guarantees 
per-pupil funding, statewide acade- 
mic subject testing for teachers, and 
opportunity scholarships for kids in 
failing school districts, submitted 
the signatures of nearly a half-mil- 
lion parents and taxpayers to the 
Secretary of State in February. The 
state Board of Canvassers voted 
unanimously to certify the petitions 
and place the proposal on the bal- 
lot. 

“We are extremely encouraged 
that Michigan parents will have the 
opportunity to not only strengthen 
every public school in the state. but 
also provide children in failing 
school districts with equal educa- 
tional opportunity,” said Kids First! 
Yes! co-chairman Dick DeVos. 

The initiative currently enjoys a 
62-percent approval rating among 
Michigan voters.

Navy mine ships underway to Mackinaw 
Public tours will be available Memorial Day Weekend 


The United States Navy Ship, 
USS KINGFISHER (MHC-56), 
will moor in Mackinaw City May 
28 and is expected to dock there 
around 8 a.m. 

The USS KINGFISHER will be 
open to the public for tours of the 
ship, to show static displays of 
sophisticated mine neutralization 
equipment, and to answer any ques- 
tions on Sunday, May 28 from 1 
p-m. to 6 p.m. and Monday, May 29 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

The purpose of this cruise is to 
bolster recruiting efforts by show- 
casing the state-of-the-art technolo- 
gy these mine warfare ships use and 
to promote Navy awareness within 
the Midwest and to bring a glimpse 
of the Navy’s proud heritage and 
history to people in Michigan. 

The MCM class of ships have a 
crew of 76 enlisted and 8 officers 
onboard and are a fully deployable, 
oceangoing ship. Mine warfare 
ships are designed as mine hunter- 
killers capable of finding, classify- 
ing and destroying moored and bot- 
tom mines. These ships use sonar 
and video systems, cable cutters 
and a mine-detonating device that 
can be released and detonated by 
remote contro}. They are also capa- 
ble of conventional sweeping mea- 
sures. The ships are of fiberglass 


sheathed, wooden hull construction.

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Who wants to be a United States Senator? 

It’s nota new game show, but the races for 
available seats are heating up and could 
prove to be almost as entertaining as an hour 
of television. 

One of the hottest races in the nation is 
happening right here in our own state. 

Senator Spencer Abraham wants to keep 
the seat he won six years ugo.

Stabenow has attained her status in a dif- 
ferent way. Like so many candidates who 
begin in Ingham County, she started as an 
elected county commissioner. From there it 
was up to the Michigan House. then up to 
the state Senate. 

Stabenow took a shot at the Governor’s 
chair, but lost in the Democrat's four-way 
primary in 1994, She took some heat in that 
campaign for her authorship of Michigan’s 
Proposal A, the controversial plan which 
changed our property tax system, increased 
our sales tax and changed the way we fund 
our schools. The MEA, always a big 
Democrat backer, bailed out on her in her 
race for Governor. She ended up as the 
Lieutenant Governor nominee on the highly 
unsuccessful ticket with Howard Wolpe. 

Stabenow recovered well, stepping up and 
winning a hotly contested Congressional 
race with incumbent Dick Chrysler, the seat 
she currently holds. 

She has worked all the way up from the 
courthouse in Mason to the capital in 
Washington. Her next logical step is to grab 
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the Senate seat Abraham currently holds. 

Their race is interesting. Abraham’s 
strength is politics. He has a great under- 
standing of the ins and outs of the system. 
Stabenow’s strength is on the campaign 
trail. She is everywhere she needs to be and 
good at providing service to her con- 
stituents. 

Their race has already devolved into fin- 
ger pointing and name calling. They are 
both already running ads praising their own 
strengths and also spending money 
denouncing the others ads as untrue or 
unclear. 

And it’s only May. I’m afraid we are in 
for a long summer. And fall.

The other interesting Senate race that’s 
grabbing headlines is the race in New York. 

That one has been filling the news pages 
and airways for more than a year. 

Hillary Clinton versus Rudy Giuliani. 

First. it was would she run? She would. 
Despite all the obvious negatives, Mrs. 
Clinton bought a house in New York, adopt- 
ed the state as her own and announced her 
plans to become the state’s next Senator. 


Mayor Giuliani had been running for 


months. Then he became the news. Prostate 
cancer. Marital troubles. 

Would he run? 

Turns out the answer is no. The Big 
Apple’s mayor is putting his health ahead of 
his desire for a higher office. No Senate run 
for Rudy at this time. 

So, does he keep the job as mayor? Does 
he step aside until his health improves? 
After all, being the mayor of New York was 
described last week as “the toughest job in 
the world.” 

And what happens to the campaign 
money he has raised so far? Just last week, I 
received a letter urging me to join “the 
Friends of Giuliani and give whatever I can 
afford to give today.”

Northern hospitals stressed by state’ s irresponsibility 


To the editor, 

Some recent claims by John 
Truscott of Gov. Engler’s office that 
were reported in the media regard- 
ing Medicaid funding were incor- 
rect. Medicaid underfunding is a 
significant component of the finan- 
cial stress facing our 13 hospitals 
and health systems in northern 
Lower Michigan. 

Truscott alleged that “hospitals 
are making a tremendous amount of 
money.” In reality, most hospitals in 
northern Lower Michigan are losing 
money on patient care. Our non- 
profit hospitals absorbed $8.2 mil- 
lion in losses from providing care 
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for Medicaid patients last year. 

Outpatient Medicaid payment 
rates have not increased since 1991. 
The state reduced Medicaid hospital 
inpatient rates by 2 percent in 1998, 
reduced by 2 percent in 1999, and 
there was no increase in 2000. 
Additionally, hospitals provided 
$16.8 million in uncompensated 
care for the uninsured. 

The move from Medicaid fee-for- 
service to managed care has resulted 
in increased administrative costs. In 
northern Michigan, $1.2 million was 
spent annually to administer the 
Medicaid program before managed 
care. Since then, administrative 
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costs have soared to $7.5 million -- 
that’s $6.3 million that is no longer 
spent on patient care for the poor. 

Nonprofit hospitals are not asking 
the state of Michigan to make up for 
the shortfalls in the federal 
Medicare program; we are working 
with our congressional delegation to 
increase Medicare funding. 

We ask only that the state of 
Michigan adequately fund the

Fish Hatchery 


The Grayling Fish Hatchery. a 
historic local site where visitors can 
see and feed live trout. will open for 
the season on Memorial Day week- 
end, starting Saturday. May 27. 

Located on North Down River 
Road. the hatchery has 11 ponds 
containing approximately 45.000 
trout in a variety of sizes ranging 
from fingerlings to trophy fish. Fish 
food is sold on site so visitors can 
feed the trout while at the hatchery. 

Also located within the facility is 
a “Fish-out Pond” and picnic area. 
Fish are sold by the inch and fish- 
ing poles are available for those 
who want to catch a few fish of 
their own. 

The hatchery. operated by the 
Grayling Recreation Authority. will 
be open seven days a week trom 10 
a.m. to 6 p.m. starting May 27. 
Admission fees are: $1.50 for 

adults. $1 for children ages 6-17, 
and free for children five and under. 
Daily family passes are also avail- 
able for $6. 

Season passes are also available 
at the Grayling Fish Hatchery. A 
family pass for the entire 2000 sea- 
son is only $20. a couples pass is 
$10, and a senior citizen pass is $5. 

The Fish Hatchery Restoration 
Committee is currently working to 
improve the building and grounds 
at the Fish Hatchery. and donations 
are being sought for the project.

quality water and services we deliver to you every day. Our constant goal is to provide you with a safe and dependable sup- 

f ply of drinking water. We want you to understand the efforts we take to protect and ensure the quality of our drinking water. 
Our water sources are Ground Water located at (Well 1), Connine Dr. and (Well 2), Roberts Road off North Down River 
Road. 

We are pleased to report that our drinking water is safe and meets federal and state requirements. 

If you have any questions about this report or concerning your water utility, please contact Doug Duby, 517-348-2131. We 
want our valued customers to be informed about their water utility. 

The City of Graying Water Department routinely monitors for constituents in your drinking water according to Federal 
and State laws. This table shows the results of our monitoring for the period of January 1* to December 31°, 1999. All drink- 
ing water, including bottled drinking water, may be reasonably expected to contain at least small amounts of some con- 
stituents. It's important to remember that the presence of these constituents does not necessarily pose a health risk. More 
information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by calling the EPA’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline 
(800-426-4791). 

in this table you will find many terms and abbreviations you might not be familiar with. To help you better understand these 
terms we've provided the following definitions: 

Parts per million (ppm) or Milligrams per liter (mg/l) - one part per million corresponds to one minute in two years or a sin- 
gle penny in $10,000. 

Parts per billion (ppb) or Micrograms per liter - one part per billion corresponds to one minute in 2,000 years, ora single 
penny in $10,000,000. 

Maximum Contaminant Level - (MCL) The highest level of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking water. MCLs are set 
as close to the MCLG as feasible using the best available treatment technology. MCL's are set at very stringent levels. To 
understand the possible health effects described for many regulated constituents, a person would have to drink 2 liters of 
water every day at the MCL level for a lifetime to have a one-in-a-million chance of having the described health effect. 

Maximum Contaminant Level Goal - (MCLG) The level of a contaminant in drinking water below which there is no known 
or expected risk to health. MCLGs allow for a margin of safety. 

Action Level - (AL) The concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements which 
a water system must follow. 

Many constituents were tested for, but not detected or detected at iu but safe levels in our water 
supply such as radioactive contaminants, inorganic contaminants, synthetic organic contaminants 
including pesticides and herbicides, volatile organic contaminants. 

The state allows us to monitor for certain contaminants less than once per year because the concentrations of these con- 
taminants are not expected to vary significantly from year to year. All of the data is representative of the water quality, but 
some are more than one year old.

As you can see by the tables, our system had 2 total coliform bacteria samples come back positive for the year 1999. We 
believe that the positive samples were the result of iron bacteria found at our sampling points. Iron bacteria does not pose a 
health hazard. 

The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, 
and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and 
in some cases, radioactive material, and can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activ- 
ity. 

Contaminants that may be present in source water: 

Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage treatment plants, septic systems, 
agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. 

Inorganic contaminants, such as Salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result from urban stormwater runoff, 
industrial, or domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farming. 

Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as agriculture, urban stormwater runoff, and 
residential uses. 

Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organic chemicals, which are by-products of industrial 
processes and petroleum production, and can also come from gas stations, urban stormwater runoff, and septic systems. 

Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally-occurring or be the result of oil and gas production and mining activi- 
ties. 

In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink EPA prescribes regulations which limit the amount of certain contaminants 
in water provided by public water systems. FDA regulations establish limits for contaminants in bottled water which must pro- 
vide the same protection for public health. 

Some people may be more vuinerable to contaminants in drinking water than the general population. Immuno-compro- 
mised persons such as persons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have undergone organ transplants, 
people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some elderly, and infants can be particularly at risk from infections. 
These people should seek advice about drinking water from their health care providers. EPAYCDC guidelines on appropriate 
means to lessen the risk cf infection by cryptosporidium and other microbial contaminants are available from the Safe 
Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791).
